G.S.R. 1462. —In exercise of th 1 powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Frioijii-r- Act IQ 10 (31 of 1916), the Central Government hereby makes the 
foUOAinj o.der, namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Foreigners (Restriction on Chinese nationals) 
(Amendment) Order, 1962. 

2 . ( 1 ) After paragraph 3 of the Foreigners (Restriction on Chinese nationals) 
Older, 1962, the following paragraph shall be Inserted namely:— 

'“4. No Chinese national shall leave India by land, sea or air to a destination 
outside India except in accordance with such conditions, 1 icluding 
those in repaid to rou.e, time and place of departure, as may bo 
specilled in a peimit Issued— 

(a) In relation to a Chinese national employed in a Chinese Diplomatic 

or Consular Mission in India or the w.fe or any emld o any such 
person, by the Central Government In the Ml .lstry of External 
Affairs; or 

(b) in relation to eny o her Chinese national by the Registration Officer 

having jurisdiction at the piaee of his reglsteied address 

(2) No Chinese national shall leave India by air or sea except from the port* 
at Bombay, Calcutta, Madras, and New Delhi.” 
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
